SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Eros 23 City Of Dreams (also known as City Of Dreams) is classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

Eros 23 City of Dreams is a book in comic format with a bondage and discipline theme 
in the context of a fantasy land. The book has been given an objectionable 
classification because it promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to 
compel any person to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct, and, acts of torture 
and the infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. The book promotes and 
supports these activities by containing a sexually arousing story involving a young 
woman and other peripheral characters being forced into sexual activity by violent 
means, and eventually enjoying the coercive treatment meted out upon them. 
Furthermore the book tends to promote and support bestiality by presenting sex with 
dogs and fish in an arousing and entertaining context. 

The Classification Office has considered the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) in relation to Eros 23 City of Dreams. However, the book promotes and 
supports several s3(2) criteria under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993, deeming the publication objectionable. The Classification Office considers 
that a classification of objectionable is a reasonable limit on the freedom of expression 
under s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
